aecoutrements. We can give them: little 
credit for disinterested staunchness ; it does 
not exist inthe Chinese. They are troubled 
by fow seruples, and would fight £ forthe bent 
+ paymaster asa rule, 

Quite apart from tke: question of their 
fidelity, however, there are many good .and 
cogent reasons why Chinese should not. be 
wied by the British Guvérnment. as mer. 
ceparies. , Iu the first place it is immoral te 
hire them to fight and kill their own 
countrymen. ‘The facts that the Chinese 
area singularly callous race, and that people 
of one province are virtually strangers to 
those of another, should not be. used as 
arguments in favour of such a course, 
They are to some extent arguments in favour 
of the likelihood of their faithfulness to 
their employers, but they do not count for 
much when the question of morality comes 
Hine ‘The fact-that ‘the different-races of Indio 
lave been used to keep one ‘another down 
may perhaps be quoted in favour © of 
the’ employment of Chinese as soldiers, 
but. if. so, it. does uot apply, for the’ 
circumstances are not the snme. The 


‘| people.of China are far more homogeneous 


than the varied races of India.- That pen- 
insula was split up into wu uumber of 
different empires, kingdoms, and stutes, 
inhabited by diverse races, professing 
different and hostile religion’, practising, 
in many cases, very different customs, and 
some of them had been hereditary foes for 
generations. It was because the establish. 
ment of the British Raj , brought. peace 
where once reigned war, rapine,.-and: 
misery, that the nations of India hailed 
its udvent. with satisfaction, and-.the 
warlike races were eager to serve under 
the British banner, -both to free, thém- 
selves,.from -tyranny and. to obtain re- 
yenge for past. injustice. ‘In Ching none 
of these conditions obtain. The people of 
the eighteen provinces yield- willing obedi- 
ence ‘to the, to them,-somewhat mythical 
Throne at Peking, und no one race, class, or 
caste in the Empire has ever bad the op- 
portunity of exercising domination’ over 
another. There are, therefore, no griev- 
ances to be redressed.as against the ruling. 
Power ; there are no' jealousies, no hatred of 
apy special race, not even the Mfunchus, 
though latterly a feeling of dissatisfaction 
with the dynasty has. grown ‘up's among the 
friends of Reform in the Empire. "This, 
however, has not beeu confined to any one 
province ;. it is common among all those 
Chinese who would like to see abuses in the 
administration put down. 

The other arguments against “the enrol- 
ment of Chinese-as soldiers of the King are 
not far to. seek. They are not a niartal 
people nnd have no stomach for fighting. 
They could not be relied upon for 9 moment 
it the majority of their officers were shot 
down; they would then ‘become victims 
of pinie, and, as bappened in the Chino- 
Japanese war, they would tear off their 
uniforms, throw away their ‘arms, and seek 
safety in flight. ‘They are naturally slip- 
:Sbod: and slovenly, andhave a great aversion 
t6 discipline of any sort.” They cherish the 
queue, und they dislike any attempt to 
lick them.into shape usa body. ‘They joiv 
the service simply. for pay or for plunder, 
and -they only regard the cureer as a tem- 
porary one, « stepping-stone: to something 
more lucrative. . They are not to be trusted 
with valuable arms, which, ‘if’ left long. in 
| their charge, would soon become utterly use- 
less. This is the case with all so-called 
Chinese “ Draves”; their arms are speedily 
reduced.to inefficiency by rust and the losa 
of various fittings, which nre promptly dis- 
vosed’ of to the firat ‘hawker, unless, as in 
the case of the Customs guards, the rifles 
are not allowed to remain in their custody 
except, when in. actual uee. The Chinese 
are not British subjects ; very fow naturalise 
or become. in any way attached or accus- 
tomed to British customs or usages. It-is, 
therefore, inadvisable to raise.imercenaries 
from auch material, more especially. when 
there is no lack of recruits within the limits 
of the British Empire. If the supply of 
raw inateriai should really-fail ug, it, would 
be thue to look, round and consider from 
what source it would be most prudent to 
seek: mercenaries. Except in case of, ab- 
solute necessity, however, we would strong- 
ly deprecate the engagement.of merceharies 
‘of any sort to fight the battles of the Empire. 
Let the honour aud the dauger be alike re. 
served for the sons of tliat Empire, who are 
far more likely to fight with enthusiasm, 
when they find only -fellow-subjects of the 
King-Emperor standing shoulder to shoulder 
with them under the Union Jack.. King
